His friends had 
au undoubted right to see that all the votes cast 
Tor htm should be returned in season to be 
counted by the State Board, and whether the 
State Canvassers aided in this work, as ia 
charged by the Journal and others, further 
than to write to County Clerks to ask why the 
votes of certain towns were rejected, ia a mat- 
ter of inference, rather than proof. We think 
a messenger should have been dispatched for 
the La Crowe rote, on the 5th of December, 
as the law provided for doing, and that it wo'd 
have been done, bad the majority in that Co. 
been for Barstow. We see nothing illegal in 
efforts to get in all the vote*, and whether the 
friend* of Bashford, had they taken >s much 
pains to get in all the votes, as Barstow's friends 
did to get In,all of hi*, could have made aa 
large addition* to .hia vote, a* the friends of 
Barstow did> to hia, we cannot judge. They 
will probably reply that they had not the ad- 
vantage which the other side had, of knowing 
how many votes were required to make a safe 
majority. .We may say that such proceedings 
are in bad taste, but matters of taste don't de- 
cide elections io this country—if we except 
the tmitiof liquor.

The Beloit Journal aay* if the Kopublican 


party doea not take up the liquor iasue, sound 
temperance mon cannot bo relied on to sustain 
it, and quotes the election of Gardiner, iuMas-. 
sachusetts, iu confirmation of this postulate.— j 
And adds: 


There ia a very large class of true-hearted 


men in every community, who cannot be gam- 
moned by tho tricks of politicians. Give them 
a platform of principles involving the great is- 
sues of man's welfare, so far as they pertain to 
political-action, and their sympathy and mffra- 
les can bo relied upon, but following abutrao 
tions they will not do, to keep any party in 
power." 


If wo mistake not tho meaning of these 


statements, they assert that the omission of the 
iquor issue, in the Republican Platform was a 
trick of politicians, and that the Anti-Slavery 
saue is an abstraction which " a very large class 
of true-hearted men in every community" will 
not follow. The editor of the Journal has for 
years been devoted almost exclusively to the 
Temperance cause and it is natural that ho 
should feel deeply on that question.

The Venus do Medicis, aud tho 


3reek Slave—beautiful and exquisite though 


uev be—arc naught else than cold, inorganic 
stone. And in the ancient days of Greece, 
,vhen art reigned in all the glory of its zenith. 
;ho uld masters saw tho deficiency and repre- 
sent au artist endeavoring to draw power from 
the gods, through which ho could infuse life 
nto his productions. But tho effort was futile.. 
The cold, blank, marble eyes remained, and no 
warm heart bubbled up to tho fixed aud mo» 
tionless lips. 


Thus is it with books. No matter how or by 


whom they are written.they fail to stir the subx 
tier instincts of our nature, to awaken the 
deepest emotions. We may admire the beauty 
of a tale, the genius displayed by an author.and 
ret for tho touch of one warm, soft band, wo 
would burn an Alexandrian library.
